erres: and of this judgement are all 
our Learned Divines, nor dare our 
Adverſaries make the leaſt Mutiny 
againſt it, if the queſtion ſeriovully 
and ſoberly be propounded to 
them. And now the Task I have 
undercakem, is to prove Infants 
Baptiſme a Church Tenet all the 
time of the Primitive Church; for 
fince it is undeniable ; for practiſed 


by the Greek and Latin Chunches,, 
witneſs the Churches in all Grecie 


where there are Chriftians ; as 


alſo 
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alſo in Syria, in India, in Auſco- 
via, in Ethiopia. And as for the 
Churches in this part of the worlds 


what I have delivered will appear 


to be truth, by the confeſſion of

fer them to die without this Seal of 
Grace; and mark, how by being 
made boly, or ſancti ed, is meant 
being baptized, 86 here cafily you 
may perceive, but Doctor Hawond 
hath perſpicuouſly made it appear, 
in his anſwyer to Mr. Tombes.. This 
St. Gregory lived two hundred and 
ſeventy years after the laſt of the 
twelve.

State; as hitherto they 
have done ; then I. dare ſay, that 
as they refuſed to be made viſible

Church Militant, its to be feared 
God will never beſtow on them 
true repentance whereby they 
might be enſured to be members 
of the Church Triumphant, _ 
But to draw to an head, you ſee 
how large a talent of Gods grace 
1n the judgement of this holy Fa- 
ther doth Baptiſm put Infants into 
a poſſeſſion of; of all which Sacred 
Riches, the Anabaptiſts like ſtrong 
thieves labour to rob them: but 
thoſe who ſtick not to -imbrew

This Doctor of our 
Church lived in the 330, Year. 
And now I muſt gell you, that 
ſince baptizing Infants is at this 
Day the practice of all Nationall 
Churches Chriſtian : nay more, 
ſince Tertullian, Irencus, St. Cypri- 
an, Gregory Natianzen, St. Ferome, 
St. Chriſoſtome , and St. Auguſtine, 
all living in the time of the Primi- 
tive Church , affert it to be a Tra- 
dition Apoſtolical; this makes me 
admire how ſo much impudence 


| ſhould poſſeſs the Sons of Diſobe- 
dience, as to ſend a Defiance to the 


Church Catholique, for granting 


Infants that Sacramemall Privi- 
ledge, 
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ledge, of which they have been in 
poſſeſſion ever ſince the Apoſtles 
time. Bur I fleight the conteſt 
with ſuch Adverſaries, who when 
they cannot maintain their Quarrel 
with men at armes, the Doctors of 
our Church, take up the cudgels 
againſt Infants, whoſe right to Ba- 


ptiſme is of ſo long a ſtanding, that
